The closest prior art, Rangan and BISYS, do not teach preventing the identified customer 
from using Internet services through said service provider without the customer first viewing, in 
sequence, at least three graphical user interfaces from said plurality (received from said service 
provider) as recited in claim 66. 

The prior art also do not teach "in response to the selection of an indicator on a sign-in 
graphical user interface, identifying a current user of the processor-based system, said sign-in 
graphical user interface having different indicators for each known user of said particular 
processor-based system", as recited in independent claim 71.
